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Non-Responsive Amendment 



According to the prosecution history, the examiner issued a restriction/election 
requirement on 02/01/2007, requiring restriction between Group I (claims 1-17 and 32- 
33) and Group II (claims 18-31 and 34-34) along with election of a single disclosed 
species, for example from (i) amphetamine alone, (ii) methamphetamine or (iii) 
amphetamine in combination with methamphetamine under the instant claims of the 
elected Group (see pp. 2-3). 

Although the applicant made an election with the Group II (Claims 18-31 and 34- 
35), the applicant's response filed 04/16/07 does not contain any election of a single 
disclosed species in response to the examiner's election of species requirement. Thus, the 
applicant's response filed on 04/16/2007 without the election of a single disclosed species 
is considered non-responsive. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, 
applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, 
whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
